Average Homeowner's Bill

Operating on the wholly ab- 


surd t h e o r y the Lincoln 
school district and Lancaster 
County's government won't 
certify a need for any more 
property tax money to oper- 
ate in the coming fiscal year 
than they did in 1965, State 
Tax 
Commissioner George 


Dworak's proposed 42% in- 
crease in Capital City real 
estate values should cost the 
average homeowner between 
$2.50 and $3 next year. 


It wouldn't even be t h a t 


much, had not the 1965 Legis- 
lature seen fit to continue a 
series of fixed special prop- 
erty-tax mill levies, rather 
than appropriate set dollar 
amounts 
to 
operations fi- 


nanced from those levies. 


The Lincoln Journal asked 


real estate men to point out 
three typical Lincoln proper- 
ties — two homes and a va- 
cant lot — and supply their 
current market price. 


With that as a start, The 


Journal 
researched 
these 


properties' county and c i t y 
tax valuations and applied 
mill levies against the valua- 
tions for 1964 and 1965. 


Inequities in Lincoln 


A by-product of the brief 


study was documentation of 
real estate valuation inequi- 
ties in Lincoln. 


A house now on the market 


for $17,750 is valued by the 
county assessor's 
office 
at 


$9.985, while another house 
With a sale price of $13.950 is 
on the assessor's tax books for 
$10.756. 


A vacant lot on the market 


now for $4,500 has an actual 
value on the county assessor's 
records of $1,345. 


Assessed value — the value 


on which property tax mill 
levies are computed—is 35% of 
actual value. 


The s t a t e tax commis- 


sioner's office says it is aware 
of many inequities within Lan- 
caster County real estate val- 
uations — one compared to 
another. 


But the state's' position is 


that it is the sole responsibili- 
ty of county officials to guar-

Flames Send Smoke 
Through lOth-O Bldg.

Sparks from a welder's torch ignited oil and refuse in 


the Terminal Bldg. freight elevator shaft Thursday, sending 
smoke pouring throughout the 10-story structure. 


Five units of the Lincoln 


Fire Dept. responded to the 
10th and O alarm shortly be- 
fore 11 a.m. as the oil-laden 
smoke forced patrons out of 
the Terminal Drug Store and 
closed a ground floor jewel- 
ry store. 


Pumps were used to force 


back the heavy smoke and 
gas-masked firemen entered, 
both from ground level and 
into a second story window 
via the fire department snor- 
kel unit. 


While spectators 
gathered 


at the busy intersection and 
office personnel gazed out of 
Terminal 
windows, firemen 


first h a l t e d the basement 
blaze and then added more 
fans' to drive out the eye-sting- 
ing fumes. 


Damage from fire was said 


to be confined to the base- 
ment area but the building air 
conditioning system circulat- 
ed the smoke into the heights 
of the structure, causing con- 
siderable damage. 


Building manager Leonard 


Davidson said the fire appar-

from a welder's arc dropped 
into the elevator shaft. 


He said the welder was re-

federal funds. And it said no 
worker could hold a second 
job which conflicted with his 
state job.

Administrative Services Di-' 


rector Willard Townsend said1 
Morrison wanted to make the 
bans against state employe 
political activity more elabo- 
rate and specific. 


The new rules apply direct- 


ly only to those code depart- 


ment agencies which come 
under the governor's supervi- 
sion, such as the Departments 
of Institutions, Banking. In- 
surance. Roads. Agriculture, 
Motor Vehicles and Welfare. 


They aren't binding upon 


other state agencies, boards 
or commissions.

Social Security Act's Title 19 
provision will be available to 
the state for 61.76r< of the cost 
of medical services to low-in- 
come families and individuals 
now on the state's public as- 
sistance roles, he explained. 


Previously, Gage said, the

54.39% of the medical costs for

Safety Comes First 


Tyrannical' Lifeguards 
Just Doing Their Jobs 


By RICK AKIN 


A counfounding sight at 


any swimming pool is to see 
some young gadabout called 
down by a lifeguard for 
running, hesitate for only a 
second at the warning and 
flee again . . . in a sprint. 


The lifeguard isn't trying 


to be tyrannical. He's just 
doing his job. 


"Our main concern is for 


the safety and welfare of 
the patrons," Lincoln's su- 
pervisor of pools John Reta 
says. "When a lifeguard 
calls a youngster down, he's 
concerned about the boy's 
safety." 


Some rules set up by the 


city's pools are clear but 
some people don't see the 
reasoning. Hopefully t h e 
rest of this will clear up 
s o m e misunderstandings. 
Here goes. 


Every 
hour there's 10- 


minute safety check. W h y 
should we have to get out 
of the pool, patrons ask" 
A g a i n , it's safety, my 
friends. 


"It gives us a chance to 


check out the pool a n d 
equipment," R e t a says. 


"And it gives the kids a 
chance to rest. On a hot 
day they need it." 


So do lifeguards. Sitting 


in a blazing sun eight hours 
a day isn't comfortable. The 
rest period gives them a 
chance to relax a little, 
which, in turn, makes them 
more efficient. 


Inner tubes are popular 


at the beach or pool, but 
not conducive to safety. So 
they're not allowed. 


"Too 
m a n y kids get 


scratched by the valve," 
Reta says. "'When it gets 
crowded, it happens just too 
often. We do allow a small 
kind of inflatible mattress 
but if it gets too crowded, 
we ask them to take it out 
of the water. 


Something else that is 


dangerous in c r o w d s is 
throwing balls—the h a r d 
kind. They're more fun be- 
cause you can throw them 
farther and faster but for 
that reason they are dan- 
gerous. 
Inflatible 
plastic 


balls are allowed. 


Reta also cautions against 


people bringing money and 
watches into the pool itself 


and leaving them with their 
towels. The dough could he 
stolen and watches could be 
crushed. 


It's better, Reta says, to 


leave them with the check- 
ing facilities. 


John would also appreci- 


ate youngsters leaving alone 
clothing that is absent-mind- 
edly left in locker rooms. 


What's so cool about shov- 


ing some guy's clothes and 
shoes into a toilet? Some 
people have thought it is 
this summer. 


Another suggestion is to 


take a soap shower before 
entering and after leaving 
the pool. Clean bodies make 
a healthier pool. 


Bringing in glass bottles 


is also taboo. Plastic ones 
are safer, Reta says. They 
don't break and cut a foot. 


"Th's is the best summer 


we've ever had both weath- 
erwise and numberwise ( at- 
tendance i." Reta says. 


Let's hope John and his 


pool managers around Lin- 
coln can say at the end of 
August that "it was the best 
summer safewise." H u h , 
gang.

by GOLF'S 4-TIME MASTERS WINNER 


A KEY TO A COMPACT SWING 


One key feature of a golf swing 


that is "compact" and easily con- 
trolled is the "tight" right elbow. 


Note in the illustrations how my 


right elbow barely leaves my right 
side. Yet, my backswing is of normal 
length. 


Most golfers can achieve a tight 


right elbow position on their back- 


swing by increasing the amount of 
their shoulder turn. The nore the 
shoulder turn m o v e s the hands 
back and up, the less the hands and 


arms will have to raise on their own 
to achieve a backswing of sufficient 
length and height. 


Concentrate on making a f u 1 1 


shoulder turn and keeping your 
right elbow in fairly close to your 
side. You will find that this not only 
makes your swing more compact, 
but also provides you with a full 
coiling of muscles for greater dis- 
tance on shots.
